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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment after-final filed on November 30, 2005 has been entered. 
Claims 1-6 have been amended. No claim has been cancelled, or added. Claims 1-6 
are still pending in this application, with Claim 1 being independent. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant teaches a hand-held multi-functional lamp having a housing including a 
lamp body with at least a focus lamp unit, a cold-cathode lamp unit and a flash lamp 
unit. The lamp also includes a siren activated by pulling a rope handle, and the housing 
having an inner chamber with an arcuate reflecting unit and a planar reflecting unit. 

No prior art was found teaching individually, or suggesting in combination, all of 
the features of the applicants' invention, specifically a hand-held multi-functional lamp 
including at least the claimed three light sources in addition to an arcuate reflecting unit 
and a planar reflecting unit, in combination with the other recited structural limitations of 
the claimed invention.
